Proposal Placed on December Ballot

A proposal for one mill for 
five years to be used for 
maintenance, repair, and 
necessary remodeling of the 
Grayling Middle School was 
placed on the special school 
December 18 election ballot 
by the board of education 
Monday night.

An 
initial vote to place the 
proposal on the ballot 
received only three yes and 
two no votes - short of the 
required four votes needed 
from the seven-member 
Crawferd AuSable School 
District board. ‘The school 
board did not really want to 
place the issue on the ballot 
but the law says they have no 
choice,”’ superintendent 


Kay Fox, a sophomore at Central Michigan Univer- 
sity, saved seven-year-old Danny Montgomery from 
drowning in the Chippewa River. Montgomery had sank 
to the bottom once before Fox reached him and pulled 


him to shore. 


Montgomery had been swimming with his father 
and younger brother. His father was swimming next to 
his five-year-old son helping him cross a deep hole in the 
river and Donald Montgomery didn’t realize Danny had 
followed them into the deep part of the river. . 

Fox’s rescue came early in September and Donald 
Montgomery wrote a thank you letter to Fox in the Cen- 


tral Michigan newspaper. 


“Kay, we thank you for our son’s life! We praise God 
that there are people in the world with enough courage 
and knowledge to accomplish such a task.” 

Fox is a 1983 graduate of Grayling High School.

Can You 


Afford Not

We asked that question 
last week and tried to 
provide evidence to convince 
those who read the article 
that the community cannot 
afford to be without the vital 
humanitarian services that 
only Red Cross provides. 

Again, permit me to give 
an example of these vital 
Red Cross humanitarian ser- 
vices: 

Somewhat over a month 
ago, about 7 p.m. the phone 
rang at one of the three SMF 
duty workers home. It was 
obvious from the lady’s 
voice she was very upset and 
worried. 

She had been trying to 
reach her son who was in the 
Army stationed at a mid- 
western base all afternoon 
without success. She was a 
widow and alone. Her Doctor 
had recommended = im- 
mediate surgery to her that 
afternoon and she was enter- 
ing Mercy Hospital early the 
next morning. 

She was frightened. She 
had never experienced sur- 
gery before, and, she wanted 
her son ~ her only child - to be 
with her. Was there any way 
Red Cross could help her, 
she asked. We assured her 
we could. 

She was able to give us her 
son’s rank, social security 
number, unit, and the base 
at which he was stationed. 


We asked her Doctor’s name 
to verify the surgery, which 
she supplied. 

The Doctor was called. He 
confirmed the emergency 
surgery. The Red Cross Duty 
Worker at the Military Base 
was telephoned; she was 
requested to notify the Ser- 
viceman to call his Mother 
right away; and the Duty 
Worker was asked to notify 
the Serviceman’s Command- 
ing Officer of the emergency 
and its confirmation with a 
request for immediate leave. 

About an hour later the 
Duty Worker reported by 
telephone she had been suc- 
cessful in both requests. The 
Mother was phoned and she 
reported she had already 
heard from her son and he 
was flying home to be with 
her. 

Not all the SMF emergen- 
cies are that simple and are 


’ not that easily resolved, but, 


here in our small county 
three Red Cross Volunteers 
see to it that no matter what 
the hour of the day or night, 
365 days of the year, one of 
them is available to send 
emergency messages from 
local families to the men and 
women in the Armed Ser- 
vices of our Nation no matter 
where they are located in the 
U.S. or Overseas, and, to 
receive messages from our 
Service people destined to 
their families in Crawford

The five-year  one-mill 
proposal will be on the same 
ballot as a proposal support- 
ed by most of the board anda 
citizens group for a new 
middle school located at an 
in-town site by the football 
field. 
Reynolds said earlier that 
the December 18th election 
will finally decide the ques- 
tion of renovating the middle 
school built in 1916 or build- 
ing a new middle school. 

The remodeling proposal 
would raise about $860,000 
over five years - an amount 
school officials say won't 
cover one-quarter the cost to 
adequately renovate the 
middle school. School of- 
ficials say renovation means 
bringing the old school up to 
new safety codes in addition 
to repairing heating, plumb- 
ing, and electrical systems 
as well as floors, ceilings, 
the roof, windows, and im- 
proving classrooms. In ad- 
dition, enroliment projec- 
tions indicate the district 
will need additional class- 
rooms within the next five 
years. 

The new middle school 
proposal is designed to 
adequately house the in- 
crease in students and the 


cost is estimated at 
$4,950,006 for the new build- 
ing. The millage would be 
3.86 mills the first year with 
the millage dropping over 
the next 19 vears as the 
building is paid off. 

In other board news, an 
audit for fiscal year 1983-84 
showed the schoo) district 
with a fund balance of $5,221 
left after last school year. 
Generally, schools and 
governmental units are 
recommended to have a fund 
balance of about 10 percent 
of their operating budget - 
which means the Crawford 
AuSable School District 
should have a fund balance 
of about $400,000 for emer- 
gency repairs and to keep 
from borrowing. For the 
third straight year the 
auditors found no problems 
to be corrected and had no 
suggestions for improve- 
ments in management prac- 
tices.

prison system certainly fuels this problem.

: basic right of all Americans to move safely 
' through their neighborhoods and cities if 
» their movement is threatened by American 
: criminals who should be behind bars,” the

Blanchard added conservative estimates 
“4ndicate a need of at least 6,000 new prison 
beds by the year 2000, at a cost of about $330 
million.

Just as silly, in my view, is the claim by 
Sen. Levin along the same line. Taxes are a 
last resort, Levin ads claim, and the senator 
proudly adds that he will ‘‘fight against any 
tax increase that is unfair to the working 
people.” 

Well, good for him; but who wouldn’t op- 
pose such a tax? Levin is certainly safe with 
that absolute part of his tax stand.

It cuts the prisoner’s minimum terms by 
90 days and is in effect for $90 days at a time, 
or until the number of inmates is again 
below capacity. 

Corrections Department officials say they 
expect the act will have to be continuously 
used for the foreseeable future. 

Kellogg Awards $10 Million Grant 
For Biotechnology Institute 

A $10 million funding commitment to the 
Michigan Biotechnology Institute .(MBI) 
has been made by the W.K. Kellogg Founda- 
tion of Battle Creek. 

The grant provides the institute with $10 
million over the next three and a half years 
for operational purposes. 

Separate funding for the construction of a 
new research facility is being sought to 
complete the physical plant to be located 
just south of the Michigan State University 
campus in East Lansing. 

Research of the institute is currently 
being conducted at MSU laboratories until 
the facility is completed. 

During a recent Lansing press Conferen- 
ce, the governor said the Kellogg grant will 
provide long-term support for the institute 
to enable research to benefit the state’s 
agriculture and forest industries. 

The institute was established in 1981 as a 
non-profit center for biotechnology. MBI 
will use new biotechnologies to establish 
new international markets for Michigan 
relating to food processing, forest products 
and agriculture. 

The institute expects to employ 150 
researchers, including 28 senior scientists 
during the next few years. 

Dr. Russell G, Mawby, chief executive of- 
ficer and board chairman of the foundation 
in awarding the grant, said additional fund- 
ing by the foundation will be decided after 
an evaluation of the program’s accomplish- 
ments at the end of the current grant period.

The 5064th United States 
Army Reserve Garrison 
(USARE), from Detroit, 
while on annual training at 
Camp Grayling assisted in 
the clean-up of an estimated 
7,200-gallon diesel fuel leak 
near the Mobilization and 
Training Equipment Site 
(MATES). 

The speed and quality of 
work accomplished by the 
Sith allowed fhe post 
engineers to work on other 
priority areas. The clean-up 
work completed by the 
5064th was to have taken 
roughly 64 hours at twenty 
five dollars an _ hour. 
However, with the help of the 
USARG transportation sec- 
tion, the job was finished in 
about 16 hours saving the 
taxpayers about $1,200. On 
One of the tasks handled by 
the 5064th was filling a 25 
foot by 30 foot hole. 


The fuel leak was 
discovered June 25 by mili- 
tary personnel. By the next 
morning, Camp Grayling 


commander Colonel Ivan 
Gwilt had his roads and 
grounds crew digging and 
pumping the fuel out of the 
ground under supervision of 
the DNR ground water 
quality division. 


A hole about the size of a 
nickel in a line to under- 
ground fuel tanks was 
responsible for the leak. 
Three 44,000-gallon under- 
ground fuel tanks are 
located between MATES and 
the railroad tracks south of 
the complex. The fuel tanks 
are used for Camp Grayling 
operations. The military has 
plans to move the tanks out 
to Camp Grayling near the 
new warehouse.

It is powered by a G.M.C. 6.2 litre diesel engine 
that has approximately 20% better fuel efficiency than a comparably 
sized gasoline engine. The buses are well insulated and provide a warm 
comfortable ride during winter months. Because the Dial-A-Ride bus 
fleet has many vehicles with excess of 200,000 miles, the system is 
scheduled to receive three additional replacement buses by the end of the 
year. These replacement buses are totally funded by either Federal or 
Michigan Department of Transportation capitalization programs. No 
local millage funds are used for buying buses.

Every Sunday they unlock 
the doors of the Houghton 
Lake Playhouse, with the 
neon bingo signs still in place 
on the highway, cigarette 
butts scattered across the 
floor inside, folding chairs 
stacked against the wall. 

Steve and Alesia set up 20 
chairs in the lobby next to 
the candy counter, and hang 
a sheet across the back of the 
room to separate children’s 
Sunday school from the 
grown-ups. 

It’s their first church. 
They traveled from Ken- 
tucky to get here.
